No  nation  ever  before  declafld  boldly, 
by  print  and  word  of  mouth,  that  its 
religion  was  good  for  show,  bht  ’would 
not  work.’  ....  We  English  have 
put  the  matter  in  an  entirely  *ew  light : 
There  is  a  Supreme  Ruler,  ifc  question 
of  it,  only  He  i cannot  role,  feis  orders 
won’t  work.  He  will  be  quits  satisfied 
with  euphonious  and  respectful  repeti¬ 
tion  of  them.  Execution  wtold  be  too 
dangerous  under  existing  circfbnstancee, 
which  He  oertainly  never  contemplated.' 

I  had  ne  conception  of  tfafi  absolute 
dark  news  which  (has  covered  fhe  nation¬ 
al  mind  in  this  respect,  until  l  began  to 
come  into  collision  with  peraofls engaged 
with  the  study  of  economical^ and  polit¬ 
ical  questions.  Tbe  entire  tfaivete  and 
undisturbed  imbecility  with-  which  1 
found  them  declare  that  tbe  Ikws  of  the 
Devil  were  tbe  only  practidfible  ones, 
and  that  the  laws  of  Ood  we*  merely  a 
form  of  [poetical  language,  passed  all 
that  I  had  ever  before  heanfcor  read  of 
mortal  infidelity.  .  .  .  .  I  I  do 
know  what  my  England  desi&e,  or  bow 
long  she  will  efiooee  to  do  as  Ae  is  domg 
now— with  her  right  hand  ca/fcing  away 
the  souls  of  men,  and  with  Her  left  the 
gifts  of  Ood. 

“In  the  prayers  which  she  dictates  to 
her  children,  she  tells  thelk  to  fight 
against  the  world,  tbe  fteflfe,  and
